A number of ministers in 
office will remain, but there 
are new faces in the cabinet, 
and a redistribution of re¬ 
sponsibilities Additionally, 
there are some new titles for 
departments, which did not 
exist in the prior cabinet. 

Tlie Pnme Minister ex¬ 
plained that after several dis¬ 
cussions with experts and 
department heads, the new 
cabinet reflects what they feel 
are the areas tliat require at¬ 
tention, and the individuals 
who ai'e best suited to admin¬ 
istrate these aspects of 
Aruba's commumty and con¬ 
tinued prosperity 

Brand new mimsters to the 
cabinet are Juan David- 
Irausquin, fomier parliamen¬ 
tarian, who will assume the 
title of Minister of Finance 
and Government Drgamza- 
tion and Paul Croes, former 
Pi'esident of Parliament, who 
will administrate over Social 
Affairs, Youth Policy and 
Labor. 

Dr. Alex Schwengel will 
be die Minister of Public 


Health, Elderly Care and 
Sport 

Minister Mike de Meza, 
the Vice-Pnme Minister, will 
assume the responsibilities of 
Mimster of Economic Af¬ 
fairs, Communications, En¬ 
ergy and Environment. 
Minister Benny Sevinger will 
continue to admimstrate over 
Infrastructure and Integra¬ 
tion, but also a new depart¬ 
ment.

Pennsylvania State Univer¬ 
sity announced Monday 
payout of $l5D million for 26 
victims abused by convicte 
cliild sex offender. Am eric 
football coach Jerry San¬ 
dusky. 

Tlie settlement comes just 
over a year after fomier 
Peim State American foot¬ 
ball coach Sandusky was 
jailed for SD to dO years on 
45 counts of cluld sex abuse. 

Now aged 69, Sandusky 
is expected to spend the rest 
of his life behind bars, after 
being found guilty in court of 
molesting IQ' children be¬ 
tween 1994 and 2QDS 

Penn State University said 
32 alleged victims had come 
forward demanding compen¬ 
sation, but til at SIX had their 
claims rejected. 

It announced on its web¬ 
site that It had agreed to pay 
a total of $59 7 million to the 
otlier 26. 

"We hope this is anotlier 
step forward in the healing 
process for those hurt by Mr 
Sandusky and anotlier step 
forward for Pemi State,' said 
the university's president, 
Rodney Encksoii. 

"We cannot undo what has 
been done, but we can and 
must do everything possible 
to learn from this and ensure

It never happens again at 
Penn State." 

Sandusky, who coached 
one of America's most illus- 
tnous college football teams, 
recmited Ins young victims 
through a charity he founded 
for troubled youths. 

The case scandalized the 
United States and tarnished 
the legacy of tlie university. 

It led to the sacking of 
Penn State's legendary head 
coach Joe Patemo, a national 
icon, just weeks before his 
unexpected death from lung 
cancer in JanuEtry 2012 at the 
age of S5. 

He was fired for failing to 
notify authorities when he 
was told Sandusky had been 
seen molesting a boy in the 
shower The umversity's pres¬ 
ident, Graham Spanier, was 
also sacked.

Obama, Netanyahu 
discuss Iran 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
spoke Id Prime Mimsler Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu about Iran 
Monday, a day after the Is¬ 
raeli leader warned Tehran 
could convert uranium into 
we ap Dns- gr a de m ateri al 

within weeks. 

Tie Wlute House said in a 
short statement that the lead¬ 
ers discussed Iran, Israeli- 
Palestiiuan peace efiforts and 
otlier key issues,. 

Netanyaliu warned on 
Sunday that Iran is capable of 
converting low-grade ura¬ 
nium to material suitable for 
use in a weapons program 
with weeks -- even as Wash¬ 
ington pursues diplomatic ef¬ 
forts to ease the nuclear 
showdown. 

"The important part stems 
from technological improve¬ 
ments winch allow' Iran to en¬ 
rich uranium from 15 
percent to 90 percent in a 
number of weeks,' Ins office 
quoted him as saying at a 


cabinet meeting. 

Netanyahu is demanding 
increased pressure on Iran 
and has expressed skepticism 
about a diplomatic opening 
pioneered by new Iranian 
President Hassan Rouhani 
winch he has called a' chann 
offensive." 

Iran is to hold a new round 
of talks on tlie issue with six 
world powers in Geneva on 
November 7-S 

Israel is demanding four 
conditions before interna¬ 
tional sanctions on Iran are 
eased a halt to all uranium 
einichment; the removal of 
all enriched uranium from its 
temtory^ tiie closure of an iin- 
dergroiuid nuclear facility in 
Qoni, and a halt to construc¬ 
tion of a plutonium reactor. 

Tie Obama administration 
has said it IS important to test 
tlie sincenty of Iran's promise 
to hold serious discussions on 
a nuclear program that the 
West says is geared towards 
producing weapons -- a 
charge Teliran demes. 


Argentina's Kirchner 
weakened by mid-term 
vote 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Argentina's Cristina Kirchner 
began the frnal leg of her 
presidenicy Monday, dimin¬ 
ished by her Peronist follow¬ 
ers' resounding defeat in 
Buenos Aires and other key 
provinces in mid-term elec¬ 
tions. 

The 60-year-old, who is 
convalescing from brain sur¬ 
gery, held onto a majority in 
the bicameral Congress^ but 
with a weakened hand to play 
in her final two years in of¬ 
fice. 

Former Kirchner aide 
turned opposition candidate 
Sergio Massa, the 41-year- 
old major ofTigre, scored de¬ 
cisive victory in Buenos 
Aires province with 44 per¬ 
cent of tlie vote 

Nearly 40 percent of Ar¬ 
gentina's 30 million voters 
are in Buenos Aires, and his 
victory there instantly made 
Massa atop contender for the 
presidency in 2015. 


Kirchner's wing of the 
Perom St movement, tlie Front 
for Victory (FPV), won 33 
percent nationwide, giving it 
a slender tliree seat majority 
in the Chamber of Deputies, 
bolstered by tliree deputies 
from a regional party. 

Her coalition maintained 
Its 111 ajonly in the Senate, 
after a vote in which seats 
representing half the lower 
chamber of Congress and a 
third of the Senate were at 
stake. 

Tie president "is prepar¬ 
ing to return with all her 
nil^t to continue leading this 
project,' said Vice President 
Am ado Boudoii, who has 
been running the government 
in her absence. 

But the outcome dashed 
any hopes of the two-tlurds 
legislative majority Kirchner 
would need to re-write the 
constitution and run for a 
third tenii, as her followers 
once hoped. 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
The dollar Monday took a 
break from recent declines, 
strengthening against other 
major currencies even as an¬ 
alysts eyed tlie prospect for 
more greenback weakness 
later tins week. 

At 32DO GMT, the euro 
traded at S1.3737, down from 
Si. 3301 Friday. 

Tlie dollar also advanced 
against the yen, buying 97.dd 
of the Japanese currency 
compared with 97.33. 

Tlie euro rose to 134 d7 
yen from 134.44. 

Tie dollar lias been trad¬ 
ing near a two-year low 
against tlie euro in recent ses¬ 
sions and a one-year low 
against tlie Swiss franc. 


The dollar weakness stems 
from confidence the US Fed¬ 
eral Reserve will maintain its 
easy-money $S5 billion per- 
montli bond-buying program 
for a while longer. Prior to 
the Fed's September meeting, 
many analysts had expected 
the Fed to tnm back the pro¬ 
gram 111 2013. 

Analysts expect the Fed 
will wind up its two-day p ol- 
icy meeting Wednesday again 
leaving the program un¬ 
changed Many analysts ex¬ 
pect there will be no taper 
until at least early 3014. 

Despite Monday's dollar 
strengtli, "our broader bias re¬ 
mains for further modest 
weakness in the US dollar 
from lixirrent levels" given the 


"Fed's continued easy 
stance,' said Nick Bennen- 
broek, head of currency strat¬ 
egy at Wells Fargo Secunties. 

Katliy Lien, managing di¬ 
rector at BK Asset Manage¬ 
ment, warned tliat Tuesday's 
US retail sales report could 
signal fiirtlier dollar weakness. 

Wlule the Fed is not ex¬ 
pected to sluft its monetary 
policy, "the central bank 
could dovmgrade its descrip¬ 
tion of the economy, which 
would be enough to send tlie 
greenback to fresh lows," 
Lien said. 

The Bntish pound dipped 
to $l.ai41 frDm$l.dl55. 

The dollar advEinced to 
0.S957 Swiss franc from 
0.3930.

Eleven dead as storm 
lashes northern 
Europe 



The Netherlands 


LONDON (AFP) - At leai;t 11 
people wei'e Idlled on Monday 
as a fierce stoiin tore across 
northern Europe, caumigmass 
disruption to ti'ansport. 

Four people were killed in 
Britain and tliree in Germany 
as heavy ratn and liigh winds 
battered tlie region. Hie storm 
also claimed two victims m 
Hie Nedierlands, onem France 
and one in Denmark 

Rough conditions at sea 
also forced rescuers to abandon 
die seai'ch for a 14-year-old 
boy who disappeared wlnle 
playing in tlie surf on a soutli- 
em English beadi on Sunday. 

Winds reached 99 iiules 
(159 kilometres) per hour on 
the Isle of Wigilt off the soutli- 
em English coast, according to 
Britain's Met Office national 
weatlier centre, vdule more 
diaii SOQ^OQO homes m Britain 
and France were left witliout 
power. 

Heavy rain and winds of SQ 
mpli elsewhere brought down 
diousands ofti'ees and left hun¬ 
dreds of passengers trapped m 
planes at Copenhagen aiiport. 

In Bntaiii, a 17-year-old girl 
died after a tree fell on the 
parked caiwan where she was 
sleeping, while a 51-year-old 
fatlier o f tlu'ee di ed when a tree 
Int Ins cai; police said. 

The bodies of a man md a 
woman were later found m the 
mbhle of tliree houses m Lon¬ 
don that collapsed in an explo¬ 
sion thought to have been 
caused by a gas pipe being mp- 
tured in tlie storm. 

A woman in Amsterdam 
was killed by a falling tree as 
she walked along a canals 
while in Gemiany three people 
were killed when trees fell on 
tlieir cars. 

A 2?-year-old man was 
foiled by a falling branch in die 
central Dutch town ofVeenen- 
daal, altliough Ingh wmds had 
died down by early evening. 

In France, a 47-year-old 
woman was swept away by 
waves on the island ofBelle-Ile 
in Brittany and her body was 


found on a beach several hours 
later. 

The stonu claimed an 
eleventh vicUm in Denmark 
when a man was hit by a flying 
buck as a wall collf^seduitiie 
port town of GiUeleje. 

Some 4fiD,OOD homes lost 
power across Britain, with a 
foither 75,D0Q homes affected 
in northern France, according 
to industry orgamsaUons. 
Hiousands were later re-con- 
nected. 

The electncity also went 
down at a nuclear power sta¬ 
tion in soutlieast England. 
Dun gen ess B station automati¬ 
cally closed down both its re¬ 
actors, leaving its diesel 
generators to provide power 
for essential safety systems. 

The storm spai'ked mass 
cancellations of ti'ain seiwices 
across southern England, Den¬ 
mark, Hie Netherlands and 
parts of Germany while a 
spokeswoman for Copen¬ 
hagen's mam airport said some 
5Q0 people were trapped m 
tlieir planes when sti'ong winds 
made it impossible to comiect 
stairways to tlie exits 

Hie airport later said it was 
closed for all inbound and out¬ 
bound traffic. 

London's Heathi'ow atrport 
cancelled 13Q flights, about 10 
percent wlnle delays were re¬ 
ported on tlie Euro star cross- 
Channel tram service due to 
speed restrictions. 

More tlian 450 people were 
stranded on two femes outside 
tlie English port of Dover after 
It closed for more than two 
hours^ finally docking shortly 
after 9:00 am (Q9D0 GMT). 

The Met Office said 50 mil¬ 
limetres (almost two inches) of 
rain fell m some ai'eas of 
Britam overmght, while the 
Environment Agency issued 
around 130 flood alerts 

It had been predicted to be 
tlie worst for a decade but the 
devastation was not as bad as 
many feared, and fell fai’ short 
of til at caused by the "Great 
Storm" of October 19S7.

White House says must do 
'better* over spying 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Hie 
United States Monday said it 
must bettei wagh the nsks and 
le wards of its spying activities, 
as Europe fulminates over re¬ 
ports it eavesdropped on Ger¬ 
man Chancellor Angela 
Merkel and otlier world lead¬ 
ers. 

In its most comprehensive 
lesp onse yet to the allegations, 
albeit using heavily nuanced 
language, the White House 
said that the fact it had the 
technical expeftise to cariy out 
certain espionage missions, 
did not mean that it should 

"With new capabilities, we 
recognize that there needs to 
be additional constraints on 
how we gather and use mtelli- 
gence,“ White House 
spokesman Jay Carney said. 

Earlier, President Barack 
Obama's national security ad¬ 
visor Susan Pace wi"ote on 
Twitter that Waslungton was 
seeking a "proper balance be¬ 
tween security concerns of our 
citizens and ^lies and the pri¬ 
vacy concerns that all people 
share.* 

The comments followed a 
Wall Street Journal article 
which quoted unnamed semor 
officials as saying that Obama 
did not know US spies were 
bugging Merkel's cellphone 
and that when he found out he 
ordered it stopped. 

The more conciliatory lan¬ 


guage also came as the Obama 
administration piepai'es to 
meet two teams sent fi'om Eu¬ 
rope to discuss tlie diplomatic 
fallout from the claims, one 
from tlie European parbament 
another including senior Ger¬ 
man government and intelli¬ 
gence agency officials. 

N ew all eg ati ons me anwliil e 
that US spy agencies tracked 
dO 5 million Spanish tele¬ 
phone calls in a single month 
led to more embarrassing ex¬ 
changes between Washington 
and a European aUy 

The Wlute House stuck to 
its refusal to discuss the case 
of Merkel and other alleged 
operations specifically, but did 
speak in a way that may be de¬ 
signed to appease allies over 
N ati onal S e curi ty Agen cy 
(NSA) activities. 

Carney said thatmtemal re¬ 
views into US intelligence 
gathering would ensure sur¬ 
veillance programs include 
proper "accounting for botli 
the security of our citizens and 
our allies and tlie privacy con¬ 
cerns shared ty Americans 
and citizens around tlie world. 

In the fog of unspeafic lan¬ 
guage and fonts tiiat character¬ 
ize die way officials talk about 
intelh gence matters, it was not 
clear whether Carney was 
hinting at a curtailing of cer¬ 
tain spying Opel ah ons. 

While stressing that US 


spies must focus “above all* 
on threats to the American 
p eople, his words did however 
seem calculated to offer some 
recognition to US allies who 
believe US espionage activi¬ 
ties overstepped the mark 

The careful White House 
repositiomng came after days 
of outrage m Europe over re¬ 
ports apparently based on dis¬ 
closures hy fugitive US 
security analyst Edward 
Snowden and evasive state¬ 
ments firom the top American 
officials. 

Carney,, however, refiised 
to comment on the Wall Street 
Journal ailicle wfoch said the 
NSA ended a program to spy 
on Merkel and other world 
leaders after an internal review 
revealed it to Wfote House of¬ 
ficials 

The review sierted officials 
to tlie monitoimg of 35 world 
leaders, the paper said quoting 
an unnamed semor official. 

US claims that it is not and 
will not tap her phone left 
op en the p ossibility that Amer¬ 
ican spies had done so in the 
past. 

Carney also said on Mon¬ 
day that any information 
gleaned by US intelligence 
agencies was used purely for 
national security reasons and 
not to get a commercial or 
economic leg-up on America's 
competitors.

Gold mining is ravaging Peruvian 
Amazon 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Sky- 
ro'^keling gold prices Lave &.i- 
eled ail illegal mining msh tliat 
has; tnpled the rate of defor¬ 
estation in tlie Pemvian Ama¬ 
zon since 20QS, researchers 
said Monday. 

Tlie findings in tlie Pioceed- 
ings of tlie National Academy 
of Sciences were made with a 
combination of satellite data, 
laser teclinology to map vege¬ 
tation and on-tlie-ground sur¬ 
veys. 

"Tlie rate of forest destnic- 
tionishuge," said Greg Asner, 
a tro-pical ecologist with the 
Carnegie Instituton for Sci¬ 
ence. 

Illegal mining has increased 
by ^OQ percent between 1999 
and 2012, particularly after the 
global hnancial collapse led to 


a boom in the price of gold, 
seen as a more durable asset. 

"Gold pnces have gone up 
over tune but tliey went up a 
lo-t m 2Q0S following the 
global recession, " he told AFP 
"It greatly accelerated tins 
rush for gold." 


More than half of all mining 
operations in tlie Peruvian 
Anazon are done by clandes¬ 
tine operations. 

There ai'e as many as 70, OOQ 
illegal miners engaged in a 
rampant black market that in¬ 
volves small operations of in¬ 
dividual miners who are 
laboring to work off debt to 
their "gold lords," he ez- 
plauied. 

Tlie extent and pace of ram- 
forest damage they cause goes 
far beyond what the Peruvian 
govenimeiit and other non¬ 
governmental agencies have 
reported until uow; he said. 

Prior to 20QS, the rate of for¬ 
est loss from gold nmmg was 
5,35D acres (2,ldd hectares) 
per year'. 

That rose to a rate of 15,13 D 
acres (i5J45 hectai'es) annually 
after die global financial crisis, 
according to die reseamh paper.

tor Conrad Murray was re¬ 
leased from jail Monday after 
serving two yeai's of a fonr- 
yeai' sentence for the late pop 
icon's death in 3009, officials 
said. 

Murray, wlio was convicted 
ofmvoluutaty manslaughter in 
3011 for giving Jackson the 
dmg that killed him, evaded 
Jackson fans and cameramen 
as he left the Men's Central 
Jail in Los Angeles shortly 
after mi dnight. 

His release was brought for¬ 
ward due to good behavior and 
pnson overcrowding. 

The 60-year-old physician 
eluded hecklers outside the 
jad, where a small group of 
Jackson fans booed lus re¬ 
lease. 

A Jackson family statement 
countered "It is clear Conrad 
IvIuiTay... killed Michael Jack- 
son. We hope he can never 
practice medicine again., and 
hurt another patient.' 

Jackson died on June 25, 
3009 from an overdose of die 
anesthetic propofol at his 
rented mansion in the plush 
Holmby Hdls distnct west of 
Los Angeles. 

Muiray was jailed for four 
years m November 3011 for 
giving Jackson propofol to 
help lum sleep as he rehearsed 
for a comeback senes of con¬ 
certs in London, four yeai's 
after die pop stain's acquittal on 
dnld molestation charges 

Earlier tins mouth a jury re- 
jected a civil lawsuit brought 
by Jackson's fanuly, who 
claimed that tour promoter 
AEG Live negligently lured 
MuiTay, a cardiologist, to take 
care of the star for the doomed 
'This Is It' toui'. 

Murray's whereabouts after 
his release were not immedi¬ 
ately clear 

Altliough he mostly esc^ed 
waiting photographers at the 
jail, TMZ caught up witli linn 



at ahui'gerjoint, m what it said 
was liis "first stop" after being 
released 

In the pictures Murray 
looked significantly grayer 
and tlnnnei' than his last public 
appearance before he was 
jailed, as he sat at an outdoor 
table at an In'n'Out burger fast- 
food restaurant. 

There has been speculation 
tliat Murray, who had financial 
problems even before he was 
hired to look after Jackson, 
could make money by telling 
his side of the story in a book 
or 0 filer form. 

Muiray's lawyer told re- 
p orters that Murray will tiy to 
reinstate bis medical licences 
in California, Nevada and 
Texas -- where he was a regis¬ 
tered doctor before Jackson's 
deafii -- in order to resLime his 
medical career. 

Tbe doctor's financial woes 
were details in both Ins own 
criminal trial and the civil tnal 
pitting file Jackson family 
against AEG Live. 

Murray was to have been 
paid $15D,OOQ a month to look 
after Jackson for the 'This Is 
It' concerts. But he was never 
paid, because he was never 
formally lured A copy of a 
contract, signed by Murray but 
not by AEG Live, was found 
in file doctor's car die day after 
Jackson's death. 

In an mteiview hum pnson 


after file civil tnal ended, Mur¬ 
ray was asked what he planned 
to do after bis release. 

'I will restart my life and, 
God willing, I will be a model 
to show the world fiiat despite 
adversity, and when bad filings 
happen to good people, they 
can restart their life and suc¬ 
ceed,' he told the "Today" 
show.

Dallas quaiterback Tony 
Romo completed 14-for-30 
passes for 2OS yards and tliree 
touchdowns. Dez Bryant 
caught tliree passes for 72 
yards and two touchdowns — 
and made headlines with an 
animated exchange with 
P^.omo on the sidelines, 

Detroit's victoiy kept them 
111 second place in the NFC 
North behind Green Bay who 
beat Minnesota 44-31 in a di¬ 
vision clash. 

Dallas fell to 4-4, but they 
remaiiied atop ttie NFC East 
thanks to Philadelplua's 15-7 
loss to the visiting New York 
Giants in a division matchup 

Josh Brown kiiiJsed a career- 
high frve fiield goals and the 
Giants shut down an Eagles 
offense in winch rookie Matt 
Barldey was pressed into quar¬ 
terback duty after Michael 
Vick aggravated a hamstring 
injuiy m the first half. 

The Kan^cis City' Chie^ re¬ 
mained the only unbeaten 


team in the league, turning 
back the deteimined Cleve¬ 
land Browns for a 23-17 tn- 
umph. 

Tire Clnefs gained 331 
yai'ds in the first half, but only 
50 after the interval as they 
stmggled to keep the Browns 
at bay. 

It wasn't close at all in Lon¬ 
don, where the San Francisco 
49ers trounced the winless 
Jacksonville Jaguars 43-10 at 
Wembley Stadium.

Olympics will be 'comfortable* for gay athletes: Putin 


MOSCOW (AFP) - President 
Vladimir Putin pledged Mon¬ 
day that gay and lesbian ath¬ 
letes and visitors at next year's 
Winter Olympic Games in 
Sochi will feel at ease despite 
Russia's new "homosexual 
propaganda" ban 
“We will do everything to 
make sure that athletes, fans 
and guests feel com foil able at 
tlie Olympic Games regai'dless 
of their edinicity, race or sex¬ 
ual onentatiDix" Putin told vis¬ 
iting International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) President 
Tliomas Bach m remarks 
broadcast on Russian televi¬ 


sion. 

Russia's adoption in June of 
a disputed law prohibiting tlie 
dissemination of information 
about homosexuality to minors 
has sparked protests from in¬ 
ternational rights groups and 
calls for a boycott of the coun¬ 
try's first post-Soviet Games, 

The scandal has already cast 
a pall over an event closely as¬ 
sociated with the powerful 
Russian leader's image and 
dubbed by some media as the 
‘Putin Games* 

Eocln was meant to show¬ 
case the stiides Russia has 
made since tlie 19 SO Summer 


Games in Moscow were boy¬ 
cotted by a Lost of We stem na¬ 
tions because of the Soviet 
Union's invasion of 
Afghanistan. 

Paissian businesses and tlie 
government have already spent 
a record $50 bdlion on prepa¬ 
rations aimed at turning Sochi 
— a leafy summer resort on die 
Black Sea -- into a global mag¬ 
net for winlei' activities. 

Putin declaimed on Monday 
that “the objective associated 
with building Olympic facili¬ 
ties has been met" 

The IOC has in previous 
months tned to steer clear of 


the political conttoversy by 
noting that Russia's new legis¬ 
lation did not contravene the 
Ol 3 ^npic Charter. 

Russian media quoted Bach 
as complimenting Putin for 
overseeing prepai'ations for the 
Febmaiy 7-23 festivities but 
did not quote him as saying 
any tiling about the gay propa¬ 
ganda ban. 

Russia's winter Olympians - 
- once a national treasure who 
made die Soviet Union into a 
Winter Games superpower -- 
have been under intense 
scrutiny because of die team's 
undeiwhelming performances 


in preceding events 
Hie country placed a dire 
11th in die med^s table at the 
2010 event in Vancouver after 
wining only three gold medals. 

Pmssia's various winter 
sports federations have since 
used lavish state funding to at¬ 
tract nearly 100 of die best in¬ 
ternational coaches to inspire 
the demoraLsed squad 
Apait of Russia's problem 
has been the IOC's adophon of 
new events such as snow¬ 
boarding that attiact young 
new audiences but in which 
the country's own athletes have 
no tradition.
